HOW irn MADE. 
Dievatch te The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasnrvearon, D. C., Feb. 19.—An article 
on Swiss cheese, furnished by Consul Adams 
at Geneva for the last monthly volume of 
Consular reports, gives some interesting 
regarding the various brands manufactured 
either for home consumption or 8 
the process ‘of manufacture, quality; and 
amount and value of the exports, as well as 
suggestions on the possibility of creating a 
market in Switzerland for American cheese. 
According to this report, sa vane the 
manufacture of cheese 
‘ANTEDATES HISTORICAL RECORD 
in Switzerland as a national industry, it has 
within the past century developed largely, 
and the manufactured article improved in 
quality by reason of tie introduction of a 
new system of stabling eattle and the culti- 
vation of artificial fodder. These improve- 
ments have created a wider demand at home 
and extended the grain market, so as to make 
the preduction of Swiss cheese rank in that 
country with the manufacture of the famous 
Swiss watches. 
THE CLASSIFICATION 
of the several varieties in Switzerland is 
threefold—according to consistency, to the 
proportion ‘of tatty matter, and to the method 
of coagulation, Of the first class there are 
three varieties—“ dur,” “ ferme,” and mon” 
(hard, firm, and soft); of the second three— 
“ gras,” * mi-gras,’”’ and “maigre” (rich, me- 
dium, and thin); and of the thi

Of the latter class 
the principal varieties are te Emmenthal,“ 
the “ Gruyére,” the Spalen,“ the Appen- 
zell,” and the Schnabziger,“ and of these 
the best and most abundant is 
THE “EMMENTUAL,”’ 
known in the United States as “Schweizer 
Kise.” It was first made in the Valley of 
the Emme in the Canton of Berne, whence it 
followed the Bernese immigration into the 
neighboring cantons, where itis now made 
in large quantities, and into Bavaria, Russia, 
North Germany, and North and South Amer- 
ica. The exportation began in the last cen- 
tury to Germany and Italy, and now it is sent 
everywhere—the principal markets being 
Germany, Russia, Italy, and the United 
States. Its nutritive valueis high, it being 
one of the cheeses known as fromage gras,” 
which retain nearly all the elements of the 
milk, being made from the unskimmed arti- 
cle. It contains of fatty matter 51.1 parts, 
and of casine 48.9; and sells for 88 francs 
per fifty kilos. 
The next important variety is 
THE “GRUYERF,” 
called after the village of that name in Fri- 
bourg. It has come into great repute within 
the last ten years, since the formation of a 
wealthy society for its manufacture in Fri- 
bourg. It is also made in large quantities in 
Vaud and Neufchatel, and the French prov- 
inces of the Jura and the Doubs, where, ac- 
cording to some writers, it originated about 
1750. It is manufactured in much the same 
way as the “Emmenthal,” except that a 
third or more of the cream is removed, 
whence it is classed as mi-graa Accord- 
ing to analysis it contains of fatty matter 47.3 
parts, and of casine 52.7; and sells for 78 to 
79 francs per 50 kilos. 
A third variety is 4 
“THE SPALEN,” 
which is made of partly-skimmed milk and 
in a much ruder manner than either 
the “Emmenthal” or “Gruyére.” It 
comes from Unterwalden, Uri, Schwyz, 
Lucerne, and the Bernese Oberland, 
and is sent to Italy, where it is used 
grated (“ fromage dur a raper’”’) with maca- 
roni, rice, polenta, ete. It comes to perfec- 
tion in two or three years. It is a hard 
cheese, not so rich in fatty matter as the two 
first named, and rates at 73 francs per fifty 
kilos. A variety of the Spalen made for 
the Italian market is che Ursegen,” whieh 
comes from the higher pastures of the vulley 
of that name, It resembles the cheeses of 
Northern Italy, as does the “ Formaggio 
della paglia and the * Battelmatt,” both 
produced in the Canton of Tessin.

Tre recent speech of Gen, Skobeleff has 
stirred up a vast amount of Ill-feeling in 
Austria and Germany. Emperor William 
has expressed deep indignation and sorrow, 
and declared that if such wanton provoca- 
tions are continued he shall feel compelled to 
resort to “energetic measures”! Skobeleff 
has informed an interviewer that he 
spoke as a private individual and 
not as a public official, and while the 
report of the speech was exaggerated, and 
he deprecates the importance attached to his 
he nevertheless stands by the spirit 
ot What he said. That is precisely what 
troubles Germany and Austria. Skobeleff, 
speaking in his individual capacity, repre- 
sents the views of a powerful element of 
Pan-Slavism in Russia, and the spirit of his 
speech is indorsed so widely in that Empire 
that the German Kaiser has good reason for 
his indignation and sorrow.

IN her indirect reply to the petition of Mrs. 
Seoville, which was recently printed in Tun 
Tripcne, Mrs. Garfield has again shown 
those womanly and heroic traits which char- 
acterized her during the long and terrible 
struggle of her husband for life, and which 
so endeared her to the American people.

* statement is made that Mayor Har- 
rison is at last disposed to yield to the press- 
vre of publie opinion against the officia! tol- 
eration and protection of the gambiing-houses, 
He has discovered that the gamblers are in- 
clined to impose upon his leniency, and that 
his experiment of confining their operation; 
to the regular business hours is pretty sure 
to fail. He might have known this aff the 
time. The faro-banks cannot compete with 
the commercial and savings banks; the pros- 
perity of the former depends upon the trans- 
fer of the deposits from the latter, and this 
scheme can only be worked out after busi- 
ness hours. It is to de hoped that the Mayor 
has come to a realizing sense of public con- 
demnation of his treatment of gambling. It 
is only a variation of theft. It is by no means 
one of the necessary evils of city life. It can 
be made disreputable, hazardous, and un- 
profitable by a thorough system of prosecu- 
tion. The gamblers will inflict considerably 
less injury upon the public if they are hunted 
down and driven into secret places than 
when they are permitted to pursue their 
business openly. If Mr. Harrison will make 
vigorous war upon them, such a course will 
cover a multitude of his sins of omission and 
atone for many of the shortcomings of his 
Administration.

Tur recent riotings at Cornell and Prince- 
ton, followed up by the disgraceful scenes at 
Yale, described in the last issue of Tun 
TRIBUNE, are a pitiful e@mment upon the 
discipline maintained at three of our princi- 
pal institutions of learning. In the latter 
case, itis said, there have been no arrests 
and no action taken by the faculty. The 
latter will probably plead that they are un- 
able to enforee the laws they have made, and 
one of these laws forbids just such a scene 
as occurred under penalty of suspension. 
But it the college authorities are powerless 
to prevent rioting in the public streets, why 
do not the clvil authorities enforce their 
own laws?

Are students, 
then, the only class allowed by the laws to 
exhibit themselves on the public streets of 
Ithaca, Princeton. and New Haven as bullies, 
plug-uglies, and roughs? If students are no 
longer bound by any considerations of de- 
cency and self-respect to conduct themselves 
like gentlemen, the civil authorities ought 
to step in, or these towns will soon be at the 
mercy of these student-ruffians.

Tue English people are fond of calling 
themselves Saxon, even to boasting, but a re- 
cént article in the London Spectator shows 
not only that there is a very large German 
colony in the metropolis, but that the Saxon 
stock is being strongiy reinforced by the 
Teutonic element. The resident German 
population of London numders 150,000. A 
fifth of the great city firms and half the mem- 
bers of the Stock Exehange are Germans, 
while even in stores it ig said that the Eu- 
glishman is being driven out by the more in- 
dustrious and active German. Large num- 
bers of them are engaged in mechanical 
trades, There are more German bakers in 
London than in all Berlin, and enough hair- 
firessers, tailors, and boot and shoemakers, 
and whitesmiths to almost monopolize the 
business.

Tu steam boiler is fast becoming the 
Moloch of this country. Since the lst of 
January last twenty-six persons have been 
killed and scores of others injured by ex- 
ploding boilers in various parts of the coun- 
try, many of which might have been pre- 
vented by a more thorough boiler inspection. 
A Philadelphia paper discussing the recent 
explosion in Brooklyn says: 


There are 6,000 or 4,000 steam boilers in Pbila- 
delphia, and it is a rather startling fact that the 
system of inspecting them is an absolutely 
worthiess one. Boiler-iron is by cortain 
roll mill standards which indicate its resiet- 
ance re, 50,000 nds to square 
ineh being the maximum. ut these figures af- 
ford no indication whatever of the real fitness of 
the iron for boiler use because they bave 90 
reference to anything but one quality, whieh 
may exist in perfection in connection with other 

valities that are moat detrimental to such use.

it is not taken into the acoount; and as a ductile 
iron is more costiy to the bollermaker than @ 
brittle one. and the law is satisfied when he 
shows the 50,000 pound — on his ! be has 
no inducement to pay more for a bett@r iron. 


How much better off Is Chicago? We 
have thousands of boilers here, many of 
them lying under our streets, sidewalks, and 
public buildings. Are we not in just as 
much danger as other places? It may be 
impossible to construct boilers so there shall 
never be an explosion, but there are certain 
dangers to which all boilers are liable, and 
those dangers are well known. Not to pro- 
vide against them is no more nor less than 


criminal. 
THE IMPUDENCE OF THE POLYGAMISTS. 

The Legisiature of Utah, composed of 
thirty-six members, twenty-eight of whom 
are polygamists, have had the effrontery to 
pass a joint resolution protesting against the 
passage of any bill having in view the dis 
franchisement of “citizens of Utah,” and 
their lusolent resolution has been laid before 
the House. And who are these “ citizens of 
Utah who have the impudence to protest 
against disfranchising legislation in the 
American Congress? They are thousands of 
men, reinforced by thousands of women, Ur- 
ing together in open and avowed adultery. 
These thousands of women, who have been 
invested with the electoral franchise, have ex- 
ercised and continue to exercise that right in 
the interests of a system of registered pros- 
titution, which is a pretty good example of 
what woman-suffrage implies, in Utah at 
least. The men having established the most 
infamous and disgusting practice known to 
social life, and fastened this stigma upon the 
United States as the only country in the eiy- 
ilized world, except Turkey, that will toler- 
ate it, the women of Utah deliberately 
and of their own motion vote their own de- 
filewent and degradation, and the misery and 
shame of their illegitimate children, and then 
insult the intelligence, and morality, and 
Christianity of the country by demanding 
that Its Congress shall not interfere with that 
right, 

This of itself is insolent enough, but the 
circumstances of the case highten that Inso- 
lence. They have lived in polygamy for 
years in open defiance of the law of 
the United States, pronounced constitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court, whieh 
forbids the practice. They have defied 
the authorities to execute the law, 
and when exeeution has been attempted they 
have made it almost impossible to prove the 
act by the secrecy of their institution, by the 
power of secret oaths, and by the fearful 
menaces of vengeance upon witnesses, which 
the Church has more than once executed. 
Disfranchisement now appears to be the 
only method by which the laws of the coun- 
try can be executed, and at the very outset 
Congress is confronted with a protest from 
the violaters of the law. Bigamy is forbid- 
den by law. Would it not be equally con- 
sistent for all the bigamists, in and out of 
penitentiaries, to demand of Congress that 
the law forbidding their crime should not be 
enforced? Would it be any more impudent 
for any class of criminals to unite in depre- 
cating the execution of a law to prevent their 
villainies ? 

The Territory of Utah is substantially in 
rebellion against the United States. It Ne- 
fies its authority. It refuses to obey its laws. 
It continues in the open practice of a dis- 
gusting crime, forbidden by the laws, and de- 
flantly challenges their execution, Dis- 
franchisement is the most powerful weapon 
that can be used against them—disfranchise- 
ment of the men who organized and pructice 
polygamy; disfranchisement of the women 
who vote te continue their own shame and 
degradation. The legislation proposed by 
Congress will, if anything will, secure obe- 
dience to the law and knock the foundations 
out from under the accursed system ot lust. 
The signers of this protest urge that it is 
only a few religious zealots who wish to dis- 
turb polygamy. In this they are great- 
ly mistaken, as they win discover to 
their sorrow, if they continue in de- 
nance Fot the laws. ‘They wil? find 
that the people of this country not only are 
determined that polygamists shall be pun- 
ished for violating its laws, but tat they are 
as resolutely bent upon extirpating and 
stamping out polygamy as they were a faw 
years ago in destroying slavery. It is as 
much and more a National curse, for it is a 
slavery, though self-imposed, which in- 
volves a disgusting crime, and lowers this 
Nation In the social standing of the world. 
Mormon polygamists who thus brazenly ap- 
proach Congress with their protest against 
disfranchisement may as well make up their 
minds that the time has come when that Con- 
gress knows too well the temper of the 
American people not to enter at once upon 
the work of stamping out this monstrous 
evil, and that any one of its members who 
hinders the work, by word vr vote, will dig 
his political grave. 

But the beastly Saints are not unchallenged 
in Utah, as the following forcible resolution 
shows: 7 
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„this measure that the Government can pur- 
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form an act of tardy justice in regard to the 
so-called trade dollar.“ This coin was 
specially authorized some eight or ten years 
ago for export, in the hope that it would 
supplant the Mexican dollar in China; but 
the scheme wag only a partial succesa, and 
the “trade dollar” found its way into gen- 
eral circulation throughout this country 
upon the warrant of the (sovernment stamp, 
and has never circulated much in China, 
where the lighter Mexican dollar continues 
to be preferred by the Celestials. Though it 
contains more silver (420 against 412 grains) 
than the standard dollar, the lack of legal- 
tender quality has placed it at a discount, thus 
inflicting considerable injury and infinit an- 
noyance upon the public. The House Bank- 
Ing and Currency Committee have agreed 
upon a bill which provides that “until 
July 1, 1884, trade dollars may be 
ex¢hanged at any of the United States mints 
for standard silver dollars, dollar for dollar, 
and trade dollars received in this way shall 
be considered a part of the monthly pur- 
chases of bullion which the Secretary of the 
Treasury is authorized to make,”’ 

The proposed bill contemplates simply an 
act of justice which the Government owes to 
the people and to its own credit. The ex- 
change of trade dollars for standard dollars, 
and the recoinage of the former, will impose 
no loss upon the Government, since the differ- 
ence in the relative amount of silver con- 
tained in the two coins will more than pay 
the cost of substituting standard dollars for 
trade doliars. Nor will there be any luflation 
of the currency in such an exchange, for, 
though the trade dollars do not circulate 
now, the provision that they shall not be ex- 
changed any more rapidly than the issue of 
standard dollars is required by law will con- 
fine the total amount of silver dollars within 
the limit assigned by Congress. It is ex- 
ceedingly narrow to urge as an objection to 


chase silver bullion for coinage into standard 
dollars at a lower rate than will be repre 
seuted by an exchange ot standard dollars 
for the 420-grain coins. Shall the Govern- 
ment disown money of its own creation and 
bring reproach upon its good faith in order 
to gain a comparatively small amount by the 
transaction? The American Government 
cannot afford to assume such a policy. 

The trade dollars should have been ex- 
changed into standard dollars long ago. Since 
Jan. 1, 1879, a period of over three years, they 
have been the only depreciated money in the 
country. When they shall be out of the way 
there will be only que standard of American 
money, and gold and silver coin, Government 
and bank notes will be, without a single ex- 
ception, at par. It may be that the trade 
dollars have passed into the hands of spec- 
ulators to some extent, and that this class 
will be largety benefited by the proposed ex- 
change; but, even if that be so, it is no rea- 
son why the Government should refuse to 
render exact justice or protect its own credit.

WHO D THE GUILTY MAN?! 

Our attention has been called to a very pe- 
cullar proceeding on the part of the Treas- 
ury Department in the publication of its de- 
elslons of customs questions, On the first 
day ofeach month a pamphlet of decisions 
of the month immediately preceding is 
issued. ‘This pamphlet does not contain all 
the decisions of the previous month, but it 
is presumed to contain ali those which oper- 
ate to change rates of duty and rules of 
classification. A copy of the pamphlet is 
transmitted to each Collector and each Ap- 
praiser of Customs for their immedlate guid- 
ance, and these copies reach their several 
destinations from the 10th to the 15th of the 
month. 

The importance of these decisions is obvi- 
ous, since they change the construction of 
the tariff laws. For example, the depart- 
ment has atsome past time decided that a 
certain article is dutiable at 40 per cent ad 
valorem, and under that decision all the ports 
of the country are assessing the article at 40 
per cent. Now the department renders a 
fresh decision reversing its former decision 
and deelaring that the article is dutiable at 
25 per cent ad valorem. This supposed de- 
cision is rendered on an appeal from 
Boston. Itis sent immediately to Boston, 
and the importers at that port receive the 
advantage of it immediately. Let us 
assume that the decision is rendered the 15th 
of December, 11, and that the printed pam- 
phietcontaining it reaches other ports on the 
th of the following month—January, 1882. 
It follows that for thirty days all the import- 
ers of the article in question at all the ports 
of the United States except the port to 
which the decision was directly made and ad- 
dressed will have continued to pay 40 per 
cent duty thereon, instead of 25 per cent, the 
lately declared legal rate. And they are 
without remedy unless they shall have filed 
protests and appeals in due form, which they 
are not likely to have done, since they will 
have presumed upon the former decision of 
the department as an authoritative settle- 
mentof the question in favor of the higher 
rate. 

ls is bad enough, for it operates as a dis- 
erlimation for thirty days in favor of one port 
and against all the other ports of the coun- 
try. But the case to which we wish to direct 
attention is much worse-—“ twice as bad,“ to 
use a homely expression. 

In 1863 the department decided that imita- 
tion jewelry made of brass should be classi- 
hed for duty at B per cent ad valorem. A 
dozen years or so later the department re- 
versed the decision of 1863, deciding that im- 
itation jewelry should be classified according 
to the material of which it was composed— 
that is to say, if of steel 45 per cent, if of 
brass 35 per cent, if of glass 40 per cent, ete. 

On the 20th of December last the depart- 
ment, following a ruling of the United States 
Circuit Court, on the advice of the Attorney- 
General, decided that imitation jewelry 
steel brooches, brass earrings, gilt chains, 
gilt eardrops and bracelets, and ornaments of 
the same kind made of horn, shell, ivory, and 
various materials —should be classified as 
jewelry at 2 per cent ad valorem. In the 
regular course of the common practice of the 
department this decision, which was ren- 
dered on an appeal from the Pors of New 
York, would have reached the other ports of 
the country from the 10th to the 15th of Jan- 
udry last.

It is certainly the duty 
of the Sectetary to make this Inquiry. IT 
Mr. H. R. James is charged with the issue of 
the monthly pamphlets of decisions he 
should be requested to state his reasons for 
delaying the issue of the decision of Dec. 
20 on imitation jewelry for thirty days. If 
he replies that it was an oversight, such reply 
cannot be regarded as satisfactory. The de- 
lay in publication is à very suspicious cir- 
cumstance, and it should be rigidly investi- 
«ated. | 

SPECIAL LEGISLATION IN CONGRESS. 

We print in another column extracts from 
an exellent speech delivered in Congress 
the other day by Mr. Springer, of this State, 
on the subject of special legislation. 
The bill under consideration proposed to re- 


mit some $500,000 of United States taxes to 


the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Com- 
pany. Mr. Springer objected to it on the 


broad ground that all such propositions ‘ 


should be excluded from Congress until 
they have been confirmed by some compe- 
tent court. Private-claim bill@have become 
sO numerous and so exacting that Congress, 
in committees and as a whole, has little time 
lett for the consideration of public measures 
affecting the welfare of 50,000,000 people, 
Some 3.000 bills of this nature have already 
been introduced into the House of Represent- 
atives and 1,000 others into the Senate; it is 
estimated that, before the close of the present 
session, the number of such bills will not fall 
short of 10,000, and that it would require ten 
years tor the proper consideration thereof. 
If these private bills be properly examined, 
Congress will be able to do no public busi- 
ness; if not, the public money will be wasted 
through a system of log-foliing, whereby the 
bills introduced from one district will find a 
support from members representing other 
districts in consideration of return favors. 

Mr. Springer cited the laws which have 
been adopted by many of the States prohibit- 
ing special legislation. We believe the State 
of Ohio was the first to incorporate’ this pro- 
hibition in the State Constitution, and since 
then nearly three-fourths of all the States in 
the Union have adopted the principle more 
or less strictly with the most gratifying re- 
sults. In a former Congress the late Clark- 
son N. Potter introduced a bill which pro- 
vided that all claims ofa private nature should 
first go to the Court of Claims, and when 
affirmed by that court be reported to Con- 
gress by the Clerk of the court, but not be 
paid till Congress had made the necessary 
appropriation. Mr. Hewitt has renewed the 
bill in the present Congress, and Mr. Robin- 
son, of the Judiciary Committee, stated dur- 
ing Mr. Springer’s remarks that the commit- 
tee now has the subject under consideration. 
It is to be hoped that a careful measure re- 
lieving Congress frum origina! consideration 
of private claims will be adopted by the 
present Congress. Such a law would not 
merely cut down the number and amount of 
these claims, sinee a large proportion of the 
claimants would not care to sustain the cost 
of litigation upon flimsy pretexts, but it 
would leave Congress free to act upon pub- 
lle measures, which are now almost entirely 
excluded from consideration on account of 
the demand made upon members and com- 
mittees by private individuals and corpora- 
tions. As Mr. Springer very properly says, 
“The whole system private bills} must be 
abandoned or the legislation of Congress is a 
farce, and public business ia at an end.“

8. G. an honorable discharge. In such a 
case It would be uo more than just that 8. G. 
should have some compensation for the out- 
rage. Considerable time has been taken up 
with his case only to find that Congress can 
do nothing in the way of redress for him un- 
til the case has been referred to the Presi- 
dent, and he has granted him a full pardon; 
then Congress can vote him some compensa- 
tion. If this be so, then the President ought 
to attend to S. G. immediately. Congress 
the other day made restitution to a Vermont- 
er for a duty tliegally collected on a cow sev- 
eral years ago. Sutely a man with such a 
name as Samson Goliah is entitled to as 
much consideration as a cow.

Celeste are dead, 
GEN. SKOBELEFF’S SPEECH. 
A HINT ro THER GERMANS. 
Sr. Prerensuura, Feb, 4—A few more re- 
marks from Gen. Skobeleff’s enthusiastic 
speech on the anniversary of the fall of Geok 
Tepe may not be uninteresting. TheGeneral 
began by stating that the period of brute 
foree in international relations had given 
place to that of treaties; but in this age of 
“blood and iron” [referrme to Germany], 
and the triumph of might over right, it be- 
hoved Young Russia to be ready to devote al! 
its strength in developing the power of 
the Fatherland. Material mistrust in 
private affairs could not be ap 
proved by any one, but general mistrust 
of everything foreign that might destroy the 
legal historical ideals of the Fatherland was 
a patriotic obligation, and it was, therefore, 
an exquisit pleasure for the patriotic heart 
when the course of evenis was seen to lead 
a sagacious and talented enemy of Russia 
inte mistakes. Sir Henry Rawlinson had 
prophesied that Russia would have to spend 
much money and treasure in keeping watch 
over the oasis between the Attrek and 
Mery, and that in the end the poli- 
ical might of Russia in Central Asia 
would be destroyed; but, thank the 
Almighty, this prophecy had been falsified. 
Never, from the time of Mahomet Ali’s 
march to Herat, had the influence of the 
tusstan Minister at Teheran been 80 pre- 
dominant, and never had the Russian stan- 
dard had such influence in the far East as to- 
day, as the engineers who had just returned 
from Terakhs (near the Afghan frontier) 
would confirm. Replying to his own ques- 
tion who had been chiefly instrumental in 
bringing so great a work to such a satis- 
factory conclusion, the General referred 
in grateful terms to the late 
Czar, who had fully understood 
great importance of the Turcoman cam- 
aign, and also expressed his thanks to the 
ussian Minister te Persia for his aid during 
the operations. Calling over the long list of 
heroes who fell on the Tekke field and Pre 
generally the glorious conduct of both 
pret and men the General could only wish 
them to be the same when the great military 
trial should come with the Germans. He 
could not understand that timidity which 
overtook what is called intelligent socie- 
ty when the Russian heart was awak- 
ened to do semething which was 
perfectly. and legally in unison with 
the results of Kussia’s 1,000 years 
of history. This phenomenon could only be 
explained by that cosmopolitan Eurepeanism 
which was not a source of strength, but of 
weakness. IIIs words, he said, were not to 
be taken as having anything in common with 
the politics of the day, but as those of a 
soldier addressed to soldiers. Then, refer- 
ring in sympathetic terms to the struggle for 
faith and race now going on on the Adriatic 
shores, Gen. Skobeleff concluded by saying 
that his heart was too full to utter more, but 
that there was consolation ror them all in the 
strength and faith of the historical vocation 
of Russia. Gen. Skobeleff is about to start 
for Paris on a lengthy leave of absence.

DR. THOMAS. 
The Right of the Gove 
press Polyganty. 

There was u largo congregation at the People’s 
Chureh yesterday forencon. Dr. Thomas 
preached on Mormonism and the right of the 
Government to stamp out polygamy. Following 
is the sermon: . 

Thou thougbtest that I was altogether such 
an one as thyseif; but I will repruve thee, and 
set them in order before thine eyes.—Psx., i., 21. 

Whiist some in our worid have long been 
doubting the existence @ God, and fail to tind 
in‘themsel ves or tu Nau any satisfactory evi- 
dence that is aay supreme and all-con- 
trolling mind in the universe, by far the larger 
Dart of our race have teadily accepted the fact, 
but bave been equally busy in their inquiries, 
and often just as uncertain and as much divided 
as to the character Of that grvat Being, or as to 
what God really ia Aad one of the most com- 
mon tendencies of the human find is tor men 
to fashion God after their oon ideals: is to 
think of Him as they think of themselves, or to 
form their ideys utter the prevailing ideas of 
their age. ‘pus, in he aves of great physical 
strength, they w think of God as strong: 
in the times of Ks the) would think of Him 
an a great King, us d ruler of uuquestioned au-

These thoughts may bring before us a study 
of one of the many forms of religiouw in our 
land, and one that is just now ca the Na- 
tion no little cuncera. | refer to that form called 
Mormonism. 

That we may bave the subject fairly before u * 
let us gy ane co its origin and bistory, 
also to its ing ines. 

Mormonism proper is the system of faith and 
practice taught vy Joseph Smith. The Church 
was organized at Fuyette, N. V., Aprit 6, 18. 
and continued under bis jeadersbip for fourteen 
years, or until his assasination in 1644. The 
name Mormou was attached tu the sect not by 
themselves, but by their enemies, and based 
upon we title of their Bibie, which was cailed 
the Book of Mormon. I will not nod attempt to 
give an account of the origin of tuts book, but 
simply say that for reasons satisfactory to them- 
selves it was received by the ftullowers of Me. 
Smith as an inspired volume, and not less than 

000 of that faith bave since then accepted it 
as of equal N in morales aud religion 
with the Jewish and Christian Scriptures. But 
the Mormons, or the believers in the Book of 
Mormon, bave not rejected the Bible used by 
other churches, but claim rather that their faith 
in our Scriptures is thereby strengibened. And 
they claim that upon all the essential doctrines 
of relizion the teachings of the two are substan- 
Slally the same. 

w the church was first organized it took 
simply the name of the Church of Cbtrist, and 
afterward was added the title of Latter- Day 
Saints; not, I suppose, as meaning perfect be- 
ings, but as the term saints was a common one 
in the early Christian Church they applied it to 
themseives. And thus we have an niza uon 
or a religion, bearing its own assumed name 
also the name applied toit by others, partix in 
derision and pa descriptive, just as the fol- 
towers of Wesley were called Methodists; and a 
peopie who believe in theirown Book of Mor- 
mou and also accept our Bible. 

And now let us look at the doctrines of this 
sect called Mormons, or Latter-Duy Sainte. 

Accepting our Scriptures along with weir own, 
their beliefs in very many things are common to 
nearly all orthodox Curistiau Churches. la- 
deed, they may be said to be stricuy ortnodex. 
They believe in the Trinity, the divinity of 
Christ, the tall of man, total depravity, blood- 
atonement, the resurrection of the budy, and 
endiess punishment. They believe in baptism 
for the remission of sins. and in la- 
ing op hands for the gift of the Huly 
Guost. They believe in a divine call 
to the ministry; iu ordination by laying on of 
hands: and they recognize, as in the euriy 
Churen, the orders of aposties, pruphets, 
tenchera, and evangelists. io so far as ir be- 
lets are peculiar on these points, they are 7 
tists in practic oniy immersion, and hold 
about the same doetrine as Dr. Goodwin and 
Brother Moody on the subject of the advent. or 
the second coming of Christ. 

Holding then in common, as Mormons do, the 
great doctrines of Christianity, to talk of crush- 
ing out Mormonism as a religion would in this 
sense be the same as to repudiate the doctrines 
of all other churches. But let us now come 
again to the bistory of this peculiar sect. 

When io 184 Joseph Smith was killed, 
Brigham Young assumed the leadership of the 
Caurch, and set out on the long way to Utah to 
find a home for his followers. And now we 
nu ve several things to note. The urst is 
that polywamy, the now distinguishing and 
offensive feature of Mormunism, was not chen a 
doctrine nor a practice in the Churon. Indeed, 
the Book of Mormon most positively probibits 
polygamy; says itis a “crime,” an “abumina- 
on in the sight of God, and expressly sa 
that “no man among you shail bave, save it 
ove wife; and concubines be shall have none.” 
In 1833, and several times since, the 
Cuurch bas declared in its general conference, 
as a command from G that Tuou sbait love 
thy wife withall thy beart, and shalt cleave 
unto her and none eise; and be that lvoketh on 
a woman to lust after ber, or destre ber for 
another wife, sball deny the faith, and shall not 
have the Spirit. And in 1644 Jonn Taylor, who 
is now the bead of the Utah Church, declared 
editorially in the Times and Seasons, the Church 
paver, of which he was then editor, that any man 
who teaches cootrary to these teachings vf the 
Church, or contrary to the Book of Mormon, or 
the book of the covenant, he isan “impostor, 
and must be cut off from the Church.“ And ia 
1860 th:s same John Taylor, in a public discus- 
sion in France, denied that polygamy was known 
to or practiced by the Church,aud in proof of 
the pusition referred to the statements m the 
Book ot Morwon chat I have quoted. 

And thus we see that polygamy was not orig- 
inally a part of Mormonism. Aud the question 
arises, how and by what authority did it come to 
be adinitted? 

in 1852 Brigham Young made the startling an- 
nouncement through the Deseret News, of Sault 
Lake, and che se 7, published iu Wasbiugton, D. 
C., by Orson Pratt, that he bad a reveiation”™ 
that had been given fo bim throveb Joseph 
Smith in July, 1543, and that be bad kept it se- 
curely locked up till that time. However, he 
confessed that he had not the original, but only 
u copy; the orginal, be said, having been de- 
stroyed by Joseph Smith's wife. But Mrs. Smith 
deciared to ber last bour that she never saw nor 
beard of any such a paper or revelation. Nor 
uus Taylor nor any of the leaders pretended that 
they ever saw the original, nur even the copy. 
till Brignam Young brought it outof his desk. 
Aud. moreover, this pretended “revelation "’ is 
in direct opposition to the Book of Mormon, on 
which the Churen rests, for we have seen that it 
forbids polygamy. And, furthermore, the iead- 
ers of the Church in Utah have claimed all the 
time, and ciaim today, that up to July . 184, 
the date of this “revelation,” polygamy was a 
crime, and was forbidden by the Almiguty. 

And then, to make the whole matter worse, 
Brigham Young, after trying to palm off this 
“revelation,” lared in a speech delivered 
July 1, 1874, and published in the Deseret News, 
that the doctrine of polygamy was reyealed to 
bim while in Eugland in 1887 and 1840. "He says: 
Wulle we were in England the Lord manifested 
to me by Vision and His sp rit things that 1 did 
not then understand. [never opened my mouth 
concerning them to any one; there had never 
been a thuught ot it in the Church that I knew 
anything about at that time, but I bad tale for 
myself. and i kept it to myself. And thus he 
pretends that, after all, the doctrine of polyg- 
amy was tirst revealed to bim, and not to 
Joseph Smitb in 1843, as he had before claimed. 

And thus we see that pulygamy is forbidden 
by the bouk of Mormon, and its only claim now 
toa place in that Church rests upon this as- 
sumed “revelanon ; and that, too, in opposi- 
tion to their own Bibie, waich not only forbids 
the practice, but wuoich teacnes also that men 
Sshuuid obey the laws of the country.” Let 
no man break the laws of the land, for he that 
keepeth the inws of God hath need not to break 
the laws uf the land.“ 

And, now, this view of the case relieves the 
Government from the difficulty of dealing with 
the crime of polygamy. it cannot be claimed 
that it is interfering with their religion, for tuts, 
us Shown, is not and never was a part of Mor- 
monism proper. It bas been fuisely grafted into 
the system, and thai vonirary to ir own 
sacred books. The Government can very prop- 
erly deal witb this; can suppress it by law: and 
Mormonism pure and proper, or without polyg- 
umy, de left free to gu on its way. And this is 
all that any one asks should be done. As a re- 
ion, 80 long a8 it obeys the laws of che land, it 
bas a rigut to remaio, and to claim the protec- 
tion of the Goverument, just the same as fave 
other religious bodies. 

Aud this more should be said, that. apart from 
the fuct thut polygamy is nota part of Mormon- 
ism proper, matrimony isa civil as well as a re- 
ligivus justitution; and, this being se, the Gov- 
ernmen: certainiy has the right to reculate its 
own civil affairs. and no Oburch should claim 
the right, nor should they be permitted, to 
Violate the laws of the land on this or 
any other subject. The inte action of 
Congress, whilst it may seem to the leaders of 
Utabism severe, is undoubtedly just. And now, 
if Congress will provide a Board of Commission- 
ers to govern that rebellious Territory, this ery- 
ing, thin disgraceful evil may in time be wiped 
out. It would not seem right to declare the 
children of previous marriages iliewitimate, nor 
to attempt to break up these homes where they 
desired to remain togetber; but it is right to dis- 
franchise the parents, and itis right to enact 
stringent laws for the future. 

Tue idea should be bruugut prominéntly before 
these people that it is not their religion that the 
Goverument opposes, but only this immoral and 
unconstitutional feature of that religion. And 
theu, with ail that can be done, it will require 
years of patient, persistent effort on the purt of 
the Nation to cure an evil so long and 80 dee ly 
rooted ina powertul and growing ornranization. 
But it can be done, and it must be done; not in 
the spirit of oppression, byt for the honor of 
the country the wood of the world. hut 
Mormonism bas a powerful hold upon 
many of its people. ‘Thousands of them 
were brougbt over from Europe where 
they bad scarcely the lives of animals. In Utah 
they have their little bomes of twenty or forty 
acres of land, and if you talk of them about any 
other form of religion tney onturalfy say that 
no Other people or Church ever did fur them 
what Mormonisin bas done; and it is not strunge 
that they love their Church and their religion. 
But they can, iu time, be educated away from 
or ae — 4 feature.

We are told to reflect upon the subject of 
inspiration. If we deny all jabreathing, ail light 
from above, then we are left to our senses and 
to reason as our ooly gui If we say that all 
inspiration O years ago, and that the 
human heart can know no immediate presence, 
no leading of the Divine Spirit now, then we 
have only a bistory of religion on which to rest, 
and not the conscious life of God in the soul. 
We have a dead God and a dead religion. But 
God is a living God, and religion is a present 
life. We must not, then, deny a nt inspi- 
ramon. a present leading of the Holy 
Spirit. But, whilst holding fast to the liv- 
experience of religion and the leading of 
the spirit, we must have some rule or guide to 
save us from the wild vagaries or the false 
teuchings of weak or corrupt men. And what is 
this? It is Uhmi truth chat rests upon the nature 

od and the nature and needs vf man and of 
society: such truth as we have in the ten com- 
mandments and the teach of Christ. And 
any pretended revelation or inspiration that 
lowers the ideal perfection of Goa, would 
enable currupt men to say,“ God is al ther 
such an une as ourselves,’ or that viola any 
of the sanctiries of life, must be said, in the 
very nature of the case, to false. God bas 
given man an objective law as weil as an in- 
ward witnessing or leading. And this law must 
not be deduced from tne history of dark and 
corrupt ages of slavery and ygamy such as 
were some of the oid Bible ages; and then the 
character of mea who practiced these wrungs be 
quoted as justificanons; not this, but the law 
must deduced from the spirit and the 
analogy of Bible truth. and from its final utter- 
ances. These, and only, are binding as 
the rule of life. And 1 fear inattention to 
these principles, and making too much ot sume 
portions of the Oid Testament, have hurt and 
bindered the morality of the worid. The Bible 
bas been quoted in support of slavery. and the 
Mormons of Utah use today their debate with 
Dr. Newman as a campaiga document. That 
poor deluded man of Pocasset was led to slay his 
own child from reading the account of Abraham 
offering bis son Isaac. Noyes, of the Oneida 
Community, justified bis vices on the ground of 
Old Testament examples, and the und that 
he was ipepired. And | thiokif all the truth 
could be Known, that fatal Oneida and Utah 
heresy that men can be inspired todo evil. or 
whut to others would be evil, and hence have 
immunity from law. was back of Guiteau's terri- 
ble purpose to take the President's life. Men 
form wicked purvoses, and then, either as a d- 
lusion or as cloak for their crimes, say they are 
inspired. and that God is such an one as them- 
selves.” God cannot be “such en one”; he 
cannot inspire wrong, or lust, or the violation of 
any sacred right. God bimself cannot make 
wrong right, and all the revelations and inepira- 
tions on earth can never make slavery or puilye- 
amy right. Nor could ten thousand voices and 
visions make it right now for any father to slay 
his chiid. And people must reserve the sacred 
right of reason and common sense as something 
above all the visions and revelauons of a Noves 
or a Brigbam Young. But these deceivers 
claimed that God had spoken to them, and that 
it was wrong fur the poor women to doubt. 0. 
the cursedness of such K in 
the sacred name of ren » only salva- 
tion for these poor women is to doubt and deny 
any such inspiracions; and to rise up in thd 
strength of reason, ana right, and God, and re- 
sist them. 

3. A lust reflection relates to the long patience 
needed to lift up and establien the true idea and 
life of religion in the world. Some seeing the 
wrongs done in the name of religion, and the 
slowness of its progress, may feel discouraged, 
or d.sgusted even, and say we will bave nothing 
to do with it. But that will not beip the case nor 
cure theevil. And then we should remember 
that everything good is of slow growth, and bas 
in its turn men abused. Governments bave 
fostered crueity and slavery, but shall we say 
therefore we will have nothing to do with gov- 
eroments? Certainly not. Liberty has led to 
anarchy. Sbali we therefore abandon that nodle 
1 — in the earth? Certainly not. HRetigtons 

ave been imperfect; priests and churches have 
been corrupt; but we should not therefore 
abandon reiizion, but seek rather by patience, 
and toil, and long waiting and working to bring

DR. LORIMER. 


A Discourse on the Temptation of Jesus. 

The Kev. Dr. Lorimer preached the following 
sermon last evening to a large congregation in 
Immanuel Baptist Church, Michigan avenue, 
near Twenty-third street: 

Then was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the 
— to be tempted of the Devil.— Matt., 
v., 1. ‘ 

It ia related by Rufinus that a hermit, favor- 
ably known and famous for his asceticism, was 
teuipted and subdued in the wilderners, to 
whose friendly solitudes be bad fled for repose 
from the allurements of society. On his distem- 
pered mind there arose the vision of a form, 
fair and beautiful, perhaps like one beloved in 
youtbful days, whose smile rekindied the smoth- 
ered fires of human passion, and whose touch, 
iliusive though it was, roused the old affections 
long thought dead. Overcome by the awakened 
sense Of personal frailty, and convinced that 
rocks and caves afford no shelter from stormful 
evil, and no barrier against the influx of earthly 
seductions, be turned his back upon the desert, 
and rushed into the eurging crowds of the 
great world again. Similar the lesson 
taught by George Eber in his striking 
fact-fiction, entitled “Homo Sum.“ Two aged 
anchorites are represented as dwelling apart in 
Nature's solitudes, as struggling flereely with in- 
bred iniquity, and as coming to beiieve, at last, 
that fastings and cruel scourgings bad drived 
trum their soul tne foul and stubborn foe. But 
in this impression they were miserably at fault. 
Even in their wretched isolation, self-cxiied 
from the charms of time and sense, and with 
their thoughts centered in heavenly things, 
temptation assailed them,and they were made 
to realize that man is never safe from its debas- 
ing influences. Pious Paulus is betrayed into 
courses foreign to his ascetic vow, and dies in 
his cave upon his knees, wrestling with the 
flesh, having traced upon the wall in char- 
coal A request for remetobrance in the interces- 
sory supplications of the devout; and saintiy 
Stephanus ends bis life with bis tingers cluteh- 
ing the throat of an enemy, who years before 
had done bim wrong, whow he had tried to for- 
give, but whose unexpected sppearance had in 
u moment quenched nis generous impulses, and 
kindled in bim such a spirit of revenge that he 
thrusts him back from the rocks which he is 
climbing into the abyss below; and. as be is be- 
lug dragged down with his adversary to a terri- 
bie deato, he cries out to those who eutreat him 
to furgive,“*He shall be damned: he shall be 
detmned!” 

Into the wilderness went Jesus immediately 
after His baptism, not to escape, but to meet 
temptation. This, bowever, Was no purpose of 
His own, but of the Spirit chat controlled Him. 
Doubt less the incoming of Heaven's power and 
the appronchma words uttered by Heaven's 
voice agitated and overwhelmed His human 
soul so that Hecravedto be alone—alone that 
He might give expression to His deep and 
Strange emonons, und alone that He mirut re- 
#410 the Compusure woich His work 80 impera- 
tively derounved. , Whitber be was led we know 
not.

Athletes are not sent to the race wit h- 
out previous train and testing of their pow- 
ers of endurance. Vessels are not sent to sea 
without first prov their qualities and asver- 
taining their de ncies; and, indeed, every- 
tam must, in the course of events, be taxed, 
from a bridge to an army, and from a cannon to 
a soldier, will be carefully tried befure the bour 
of responsibility arrives.

bilities. If, however, like the lotus-eaters, they 
shall iull themselves to dreamy sleep, ail ex- 
periments will be wasted on them, and they will 
either fall into crime and dishonor, or they will 
remain forever stationary in their subordinate 
itons. It is rether God's will that they 
should be tike Ulysses, whom neither ocean's 
storms nor ps pe batred could dismay, and 
who, through all perils, pursued bis voyage, and, 
bav guided his bark between Scylia and 
Cbarybddis, and baving resisted alike the sirén’s 
song and Calypso’s wooing, deserved to regain 
his vine-clad dome and the loving welcome of 
his faltbful wife. 

The form of our Lord's temptation has oc- 

casioned considerable discussion. Iuteroreters 
is real that is not objectivel 
account as strictly u — 
and they do not hesitate to declare that any 
other view strikes at the reality of the tact it- 
self. Butother expositors differ from them. 
Schiejermacber sees in the record a description 
of au inward struggle: and Calvin taught the 
same before him; while Neander expresses 
the opinion that we bave in it an histor- 
ical verity, conveyed to us through the medium 
ot symbol. Such is we impression. An 
actual and paintuil conti is bere set before us 
in such terms as render it vivid to the least dis- 
cerning mind; but to farther, and assume 
that all was externa! visible, is to create the 
suspicion that the power of temptation resides 
in the outward. circumstances, and that only 
when someth the same kind takes place in 
our life will we in moral peril. When the ob- 
jective interpretation is insisted on, bow rea- 
sonuble to conclude that the merciful God will 
not permit the spirit of evil to approach in form 
less visible than it assumed wben seeking to 
swerve Christ from His saving mission. Such a 
delusion I dare not @ticourage; it is ruinous. 
The most injurious aad t physical ageacies 
are unseen. The cheeriess wind, 
fantom of the buried winter, that sweeps over 
our gardens in the spragtime and arrests the 
growth of vegetation, 18 not tangible to sight; 
and the sewer-gas that cree into our cham- 
bers, and broods over our sicveping hours, and 
notselesly wraps us around in the ceremeuts of 
death, is veiled to our eyes and hidden from our 
touch. Maleticeat moral influences are equally 
subtie, iisidious, aad concealed. When least sus- 
pected, some potent seduction may stream into 
the sou), undermiuiog its fuir resorves and luring 
to destruction. Like ine fabled lodestone mount- 
ain, which, it is said, by a secret force drew 
from voyaging vessels non particle of iron, 8o 
the attractiveness of un ced evil may gradu- 
ally eliminate the iron of virtue from character, 
and leu ve it, like the ill-fated ship, a wrecked 
wretched thing. Let me pray you, then, not 
toWx pect an outward manifestution; rather be 
upon your ard egainst su tions and 
solicitations proceed from hiaden suurces— 
sources that elude the keenest scrutiny. 

Permit me, also, at this point. to remind you 
that the malignancy of temptationfdoes not de- 
pend on your belief in the personality of Satan. 
Some roms deny his existence; and it nas 
seemed to me, from the joy expressed with the 
denial, that it is regarded as disproving the 
reality of sin’s serpent-like fuscivations. But 
this is a mistake. The thing to be dreaded is 
here, as we know from experience, whether em- 
bodied in a fallen archangel or not. If we fol- 
low the Bible strigtly, we shall scarcely doubt 
the existence in oOr worid of a supremely wicked 
agent, who is seeking to corrupt to de- 
8) roy. But on the supposition that we 
bave taken its representations too uterally, 
does that lessen in any perceptible degree 
the fact that there is in the earth a 
potent something that makes for unrighteous- 
ness? Denne it as you please, the reality is un- 
questonabie. Admitting that it is the spiritual 
atmosphere which bas u formed by the in- 
iqu.ties of buried generations, or the shadows of 
all the transgressions committed deepening into 
darkness, or the moral contagion of vice, oi the 
distillation of its essence, will any practical ad- 
vantage be gained thereby? None that il can 
detect. Theology may gain something by the 
denial of Satan's personality. but buman life is 
not benefited. There might just as weli be a 
literal Devil as au actual Heil of evil amoug men. 
You may biot out beilef im the existence ot the 
firet, but ali your speculations cannot extinguish 
the fires of the second. Judgea likewise by 
reasoo, it seems prubdbie that we should receive 
the Seripture testimony on this subject just as it 
reads. There are oot a few human deviis in the 
world; foul, maligoant creatures, who delight in 
misehbief. Many of them were once compara- 
tively upright, but they kept nut their Grst estate. 
They fell, and, like the ruined angels. now find 
pleasure in trying to drag down otbers to 
their miserabie level. Providence does not 
wholly discard them, but uses them, 
in spte of themselves, to develop good 
in others. Their vile seavenger work 
only bespatters themselves with filth. and brings 
into clearer relief the virtues they wouid biack- 
en. The stars are not dimmed by the envious 
clouds of night, they are simply ured for a 
moment. and will break forth again in lustrous 
brightness; and the diumond is not injured by 
the gutter into which it may be hurled by bate, 
but will same there as radiantly as in a regal 
cruwn. So tbe powerof these human devils is 
not equal to their malicionsness, but is over- 
ruied, and js ottentimes made tributary to the 
growth and expansive of those graces which 
adorn the saintly soul. But if such mortal

AN APPEAL FOR CITY TROOPS, 


The following circular has been printed and 
sent out to the busieess-men of On by the 
Citizens’ Association in behalt of the militia: 

It will be remembered that in the early part 
of 1880 this association Made an 
citizens of Chicago for aid to the Lilinois Na- 
tional Guard, to turnish them with clothing, to 
pay off their indebtedness, und to supply their 
Wants up to July, 1880. It was boped, at that 
time, that when the Legislature met in 1881 they 
would’ make such provision for the military as 
wouid render further aid from the public un- 


n g 

* The fund so rai amounting to about $30,- 
000, was properly disbursed, and accomplished 
the object up to July, 1880, but the Military Com- 
mittee then reported to the Executive Commit- 
tee that a further sum would be necessary, for 
simitar purposes, during the years 1881 and 1882. 
After realizing all sums to be received from the 
State, up to July of this year, there will be a de- 
ficiency of $14,000, of which the sum of $6,000 
has been or wall be realized from the sale of 
overcoats by this Association to the State, leav- 
ing $8,000 to be raised by subscription. 

“ The Governor is now reorganizing, consoli- 
dating, and concentrating the IIlinois Natienal 
Guard, and the plans proposed will make all 
troops stationed here stronger and more effect- 
ive; and the State appropriation will then, with- 
out furcher legislative action, ve sufficient for 
their support. 

We, therefore, recommend that the sum of 
$8,000 be immediately ruised for the purpose 
named above, which will enable the Nationul 
Guard to Complete their organization on the new 
basis. Committees will walt upon you in a 
few days.

During the week the troops of this city bave 
been looked over by Adjutant-General Elliott, 
assisted by Col. E. B. ttamtilton. Inspector-Gen- 
eral; Maj. W. Vance, Assistant Inépector- 
General Second Brigade; and Lieut.-Col, Me- 
Neil, of the Fifth Regiment, Springfield. The 
First, Second, and Sixth Infantry Regiments 
were inspected at the sume time. Thursdny even- 
ing, respectiveiy by Lieut.-Ool. McNeil, Maj. 
Vance, and Col. Hamilton. Gen. Biliott was 
around at all three armories. All turned out 
fairly well. Friday eventng Col. Hamiiton was 
ordered to inspect the First Cavalrv. and Maj. 
Vance Battery D and the Sixteenth Battalion 
(colored), the Adjutant-General, as usual, taking 
in the whole. 

The insvection, to a casual observer, looked 
superticial, as a mister was indulged in in but 
few instances; but, under the circumstances, 
the purpuse was fully servod.,and Adjutant- 
General Eliiott went back to Springfleid Satur- 
day night a perfect muster of -the situation, and 
no doubt with his mind fully made up as to bis 
future course of conduct regarding the city 
commands, Probabiy an order wiil be issued 
from general beadquarters within two weeks 
that will unally settie the much-taiked-of ques- 
tion of reorganization. An 
likewise be today 
for Maj. Vance to proceed upon 
tour of inspecnon throvgh the country 
commands of the Firat Brigade. Maj. Vance 
will probably visit only the companies about 
whose efficiency some doubts are entertained, 
and the trip will be a burried one, as this is not 
to pass for the reguiar annual inspection, which 
takes place later on. Wheuthe whole brigade 
bas been througt in this matter, the re- 
port will made out and submitted to the Ad- 
jutant-General by the Inspector-General, and 
the decree will soon follow, which will make the 
Illinois National Guardacredit to the State, 
instead of a reproach, wifich it was tast coming 
to be. 

Considerable excitement bas prevaiicd over 
this reorganization for some time. citizens as 
well as soldiers feel a deep interest in the 
movement. ulation as to the outcome has 
been and still is rife. Many plans of procedure 
bave been suggested, but none of the officers 
have as yet been enlightened as to the final re- 
sult. Those of the officers who feel an abiding 
interest in the militia are satistied to let the 
matter work itself out, regardiess of all per- 
sonal corsiderations. All agree that there 
should be but two infantry commands in Chi- 
cago, and that these should be full regiments. 
It this result can be brought about barmonious- 
ly, it will be much better for ail concerned; but 
it will certainly be agecomplished in any event. 
The infantry, as reorganized, will per- 
manent features, and will ask and obtain 
permission to build armories on the Lake- 
Frout; the brigade commander and staff wil! 
doubtless bave quarters in the cavalry armory, 
and the entire organization will be compact, 
easy to ret at, and to correct in any delinquency. 
What will probably be done is to unite the Sec- 
ond and Sixth Regiments by taking the best 
companies of each and putting them together. 
and calling the new command thue organized 
the Second Kegiment, in order to keep the num- 
bers, as well as commands, compact. Some of 
the officers of the Sixth have expressed a desire 
that the name of their organization showid 
be preserved, but this is nothing but 
foolish sentimentality. It is equivaleas to re- 
taining an oid, wornout bat in preference 
to accepting anewoue. There are no commands 
in Ulinois that have performed such deeds of 
vaior, and made such reputations, that whole 
communities will be apt to rise up io indignation 
at a suggested change of name. Had the Sixth 
Regiment been organized several generations 
ago, if it bad been through a waror two, or even 
through a riot where it had defended an impor- 
tant post at great sacrifice, and nad won a name 
that distinguished the command from any other, 
there might be a pardonuble excuse for this ex- 
hibiuion of sentiment; but, as it is, there is no 
call for any gush in this respect. 

Jhe Sixtoentb Battalion Win no doubt be dis- 
banded. To facilitate metters, and relieve the 
Adjutant-General from all embarrassment in 
acting. the fieid officers of beth the Second and 
Sixth Kegiments should follow the example set 
by the Pennsylvania militia officers in the late 
reorganization of the troops in that State, and 

lace their resignations in the bands of Gen. El- 
jott, to be heid by bim until a definit settiement 
is arrived at. y might then take their indi- 
viduul chances un reviected by the new 
command. and those who were reélected would 
not lose their rank of seotority date. Those 
who failea in being elected would doubtless re- 
tire gracefully until such time elapsed that they 
should be again called into the service.

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Rockrorp, II., Feb. 19.—The three great rail- 
road corporations of the West that now run 
thei: lines through this city seem determined to 
80 treat the business- meu and manufacturers as 
to secure the largest share of public patronage.

On the 
east side of the street are a few tenement- 
houses that could doubtless be purchased for a 
very small sum, and, in fact, a nice 
depot would be a decided improvement to the 
present unhealthy appearance of some things iu 
that vicinity. The grade is so much below the 
Chicago & Northwestern Road on either side 
tnat the tracks of the former could run under 
those of the latter with but very little expense 
for grading. It is understood thac the railroad 
corporations will urge this application, and put 
forth their best efforts to secure the desired end. 
There ig no mistake but that the propostion is 
a good one, and should receive the favorable 
consideration of the Council, Tue joceation 
would be central, and, should it ever be brought 
about, there would be a good spot at the corner 
of Main and State streets fora first-class hotel, 
as it would then be handy fo business and to all 
but one of the passenger depots.

BOUNTY SPECULATION. 


The Extent to Which It Has Been Be- 
cently Carried On in Indiana. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb.19.—The extent of the re- 
cent speculation in soidiers’ bounties through- 
out this State bas not been generally known or 
suspected. Durmg the War, all, or nearly all, 
the counties in the State offered bouaties, rang- 
ing from $100 to $400, to secure the enlistment 
of volunteers to fill out the county’s quota of 
men under the various calls of the President. 

These offers were made by the Boards of County 

Commissioners entering an order to that effect 

on the records of the county. It appears chat 

many men enlisted and were assigned to the va- 
rious counties who, for some cause, never asked 
for or received their bounties. Some keen- 
nosed speculator scented this outand imme- 
diately got on the trail of the unpaid sol- 
dier. He was hunted througb States and Terri- 
torries. If he chanced to be dead, as he often 

did, his heirs or next of kin were sougbt for. 

The joyful information was carried to him or 

his that he was entitied to a bounty—a fact he 

had never dreamed of. A contract for its col- 
lection for him was obtained, whereby the col- 
jector was likely to profit more than the soldier, 
and all went on swimmingly. Some question 
arose whether these claims were not barred by 
the statute of limitations, but in 1879 the Su- 
preme Court decided that the orders made by 
the Boards of Commissioners were contracts in 
writing, and bence pot barred for twenty years, 
and there seemed to De smooth sailing ahead for 
the bounty speculators. They went in on their 
nerve. and bought ap claims by the wholesale.

Sal Are Made in the Oil Exchange— 
Tue Great Oil-Brokers. 

New York Sun’s Bradfora Letter. 

In January 23,885,000 barrels of petroleum were 
sold on the Bradford Oil Exchange, 27,163,000 Dar- 
reis changed hands io Oil City, and on the Pitts- 
burg exchange 11,441,000 barrels were sold, mak mug 
a total of 2,489,000 barrels at these three great 
centres of oil speculation.

The Congressmen from the Northwest were 
careful to have the act chartering the Northern 
Pacific put in such a shape that the construc- 
tion of the road wus secured, as they believed, 
whatever m.stortuves might befall the original 
company. They made the grant absolute and 
irrevocable. A time mit was put into the bill, 
but there was no forfeiture provision affecting 
the grant. Ia the event of the failure of the 
company to construct the whole line from Lake 
Superior to Puget Sound within the time named 
Congress left open for itself only one course 
namely: to resume control of the lands along 
the unfinished portion of the line and apply 
them strictly and exclusively to securing its 
compietion. Here is the language of the law on 
this point: 

“Bec. 8. And be ut further enacted, That the 
United States make the several conditional 
“rants herein, and that thesaid Northern Pacitic 

road Company accept the same upon the 
further condiuons that if the said company 
make any breach of the condicions thereof, aud 
aliow the same to continue tor upward of one 
year, then in such case, at auy time bereafter, 
tune United States, by its Congress, may do any 
and all actsand things which may be needful 
aod necessary to insure a speedy compietion vf 
the said ruad.”’ 


Now, us the road is being completed as speedily . 


as the most rapid methods of railway-building 
admit, there is evidentiy no occasion for Con- 
gress to interfere. ‘Ine time prescribed for its 
Oponu from end to end expired July 4, 1879. 
Ine failure of the company to comply with the 
law was, as every one Knows, occasioned by the 
bankruptcy of Jay Cooke, the panic of 1874, and 
the jong period of hard times whica followed. 
On the ground of equity the company migat 
well make a claim to an extension of time, but, 
ucknuwiledging that it haus made a breach of 
contract. it bus still only to staad on the letter 
of tue iu to auld firmly us entire grant. 

The status of the Northern Pacific grant is 
that of what the lawyers call a grant in prwecniti. 
It is an absolute donation of a specified amount 
of oo land to a corporation for a specie 
pur . That the grant is au absolute ode is 
settled by tne Supreme Court decisions on other 
grauts wade by Cungress lu the same language. 
In the latest of these decisivns, rendered in 15/5, 
the court says: 

** There be and is bereby granted" are words 
of absviute donation, and import a grant in 
pre-entt. This court has heid that they can 
Dave ov other meaning, and the Land Depart- 
ment, ou this interpretation of them, has uni- 
formly administered every previous similar 
grant.” The court was unanimous on this point: 
for, in the dissenting vpinioa (on anower branch 
of that Case) the nun-cuncurrmg Judges says: 
“ These words were suificieatly comprehensive 
to pass whatever interest the United States 

in the lands.“

Fast Sactnaw, Mich., Feb. 19.—The winter is 
about gone, the season of inactivity tor mariners 
is nearly ended, and vessel-owners are already 


usy making preparation for fitting out their 
— for the com um seasun’s work. They have 
figured up the losses and gainsof last year's 
business, and the lumber-cgrriers, at least, have 
no reason to complain, as there are but few of 
them who have not counted up a more than 
average profit. The record of lust sea- 
son’s business may be briefly stated as 
follows: “The season opened with a de- 
cided improvement on the rates of previous 
years, wh.ch were fairly maintained throughout 
the season. owing chiefly to the steady increase 
of the lumber trade, but the advance in rates 
was in some measure counterbalanced by in- 
creased expenses, and taken altogether the close 
of the seuson fell considerably shortof what 
was anticipated at the opening. As to the pros- 
pects for the cyming season, it is too early yet to 
predict, but they are suid to promise fairly, 
Many owners believe that the ensuing season 
will be even better for the lumber interest than 


its predecessor; consequently a geveral good 
feeling prevails iu the ranks of the barge-owao- 
ers and lumbermen at this port. 

During the winter there bas been considerable 
activity In thé shipyards along tbe river, and the 
very mild weather hus been favorable to push- 
ing work to early completion. The majority of 
work offering is 1n the nature of repairs or recon- 
struction, although there are some haif-dozen 
new craftin course of building between here 
and Bay City. The inquiry for lumber- vessels 
buiit specially for .ne trade is greater at pres- 
ent than it nas been for may seasons, and 
the shipyards along the cnain of lakes 
an ve had as much as they could do, both in ro- 
pairs and new work. The principal estubiish- 
ment at this end of the river, Mason, Corning & 
Co.'s shipyard, has been busy ever since the 
close of navigation, both with repairs and the 
completion of their three new barges which are 
to be towed by the new steam-barygeC. H. Green, 
luunched from the same yurd in Septem- 
ber last. The three barges, which are 
all of the sume dimensions—namely: 
Length over all, 185 feet; lengtb on keel for tou- 
nage, 175 feet; extreme breadta of beam, &@ 
jeet; depth of hald, II feet; toumige, about 580 
tons; Carrying cupucity. about 750.000 feet lum- 
ber—are rupidly approaching compieton, and 
two of them at ie ist will ve ready for sea by the 
opening of navigation. The third would also 
buve been ready at the sume time were it not 
that r. Arnold, the Superintendent, 
bad to tu bo of a number of 
the carpenters from the new work 
and put them on to repairing the burge Wesley. 
which has bad a thorough overhauimg. The 
new when completed will be named as 
fuliows: The Neilie Mason, after Miss Nellie 
Mason, daughter of L. NR Mason, Esq., one of 
the members of the firm: the second, Rhoda 
Sonsmitb, after Capt. Sonsmith's dauguter; and 
the third, Mattie ©. Bell, after the dauguter of 
F. W. Beil. Esq., of Cleveland. 

Among the repairs done at Mason, Corning & 
Co.’s yard, their own fine fleet of barges have 
received a thorough overbauling and wifi come 
vut In tiptop shape on the openmg of naviga- 
tion. The barge Wesley, which it will be re- 
membered was ca-t adrift off Erie by the steam- 
barge James P. Donaldsun in company with the 
burges Bay City and Eidvrado on the 
night of the 20th of November, 1880, and 
which went ashore tomr miles below that port 
durmg a beavy guie, was in need of cunsider- 
able repairs after her tough experience on that 
vecasion. 8 was bau:ed up on the bank 
asiern of ond of the new barges, and hus ro- 
ceived a new buila from the deck up, besides 
several new frames both tore and aft, new 
arches on each side—new stanchions, bul- 
rail, and a new 
stemn—new windlass new 
deck-héuse, and spe will shortly be placed in 
dry-deck and her bottom theroughly reealk ed 
and fastened.

Messrs. Carkin, Stickney & Cram, whose yard is 
almost adjoming that of Mason, Corning & Co., 
and which is under the superintendence of Capt. 
Tripp. are busy with repuirs, and @iso buiiding 
anew tug for towing their dredges and scows. 
The tug, which is pretty well on towards com- 
pletion, is 50 feet over all, 12 feet beam, and 7 
feet bold. built of the best white oak, with white 
vak frames—3',-inch fletches spuced 16 inches 
trom centre to centre, and plunked with 2%4- 
inch white oak pianking, thoroughly fastened 
througbout. Sbe will be eugined with the ma- 
hinery out of the old tug Hayden, which was 
dismantied last fall after the close of navigation, 
and ber engine and machinery sent to the 
machine-shop and thoroughly overhauled and 
repaired, rendering them almost as woud as new.

THE COLOR LINE. 


The Trouble at Maryville College, Ten- 
un dee, Over the bxclusion of a Col 
ored Stu leut trom a College Socicty 
Stel Unesettied.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 18.—Readers of THE 

TRIBUNE will recollect a recent dispatch from 

thie city in regard to trouble at Maryville Col- 

lege. afew miles from Knoxville, growing out 
of an application made by a colored student for 
admittance to the Animi Coitus Literary Sooiety. 

The dispatch stated that twenty-three members 

of the society were suspended and that other 

students had left the college. The matter con- 
tinued to be discussed bere, and a good deal bas 
been printed pro andcon by oneof the local 
papers. A very long letter bas appeared from 


Republican, giving, as he claims, an impartial 
history of the whole trouble. Col. Meek bas two 


withdrawn them. He claims that tne faculty 


with the society and breaking it up. Col. Meek 
went to Maryville College in the role of a peuce- 
maker. He says: “My object in going was, if 
possible, to get the young men relustated 
and restore harmony and good will 
between the faculty and the society. 
After consultation with some of the 
tuculty on the purt of Capt. Greer and myseit. 
wesuumited a proposition, suugested through 
Capt. Greer by the Hon, Hurace Maynard to tne 
faculiy, whieb vus that the taculty :estore the 
students aud the society to cher origi sand 
img in the college, tue society to revuns.der its 
action regarding the cojored student, the latter 
wibdrawing his applaadon for the present. and 
thus leave the matter a voiuntary subject of 
educauve and not to be enforced by coercive 
netion by tne faculiy. Tais was ut enter- 
ta ned by the faculty in their meeting, 
but was discussed privately. lc was found 
that a majority of them would not accept it.” 
Col, Meek then sas that the suspended stu- 
deuts addressed a letter to the faculty reciting 
that a series of acts had been committed whica, 
in the judgment of the faculty, tended to sub- 
vert their authority. to undermine good govern- 
ment, and to endanger the peuve and pros- 
perity of the instituwon; reciting further 
that the signers, who u been more or 
less implicated in the acts, were desirous of 
resuming their places in the college, deciar- 
ing that they had no intention of rebeiling 
against the rules of the college, which they 
pledged themseives to observe. They also re- 
quested the facuity to submit the question of 
the yvernment of literary societies to the 
Board of Trustees at their next meeting. The 
faculty, atter full and mature d.scuesion of the 
pauper, and afterexpunging the request as to re- 
ferring sueiety government to the Trustees, ac- 
cepted it and restored the students to the col- 
lege. Some of the students left before this ac- 
tion was taken, and others since. Col. Meek 
cluses as foilows: We are led, then, to inquire 
the real cause of suspension. If it was not 
on account of the rejection of the 
colored student from membership, which the 
faculty deny: if this was not the cuse, why dis- 
und the society? Perbeps a — — of the 
question may be inferred from a statement by a 
member of the faculty that this rupture be- 
tween, the society and the faculty would be 
worth $25,009 to the college in the North. It bus 
been understood to be the policy of the institu- 
tlup to admit colored students, but at least two 
members buve made statements both in pub- 


he ana rivate that this policy would 
not be insisted upon in an oppressive 
manner. This was in order to induce 


tronage by our people. and indeed did resuit 
8 larwe increase in aitendance of students. 
But from the late acdion of the faculty a more 
agressive policy seems to be determined. With 
this it is not our purpose to join issue. But 
patrons of the coilewe should at least bave been 
notified of this new departure in order that they 
might withdraw if they chose to do to.“ The 
Rev. P. M. Baruiett, President of Maryville Cu- 
lege, published a leiter today in answer to Col. 
Meek. doveng us the action of the facuity. He 
says: “The Nets for walen they were suspended 
were of such a nature that some ot the dest men 
of the society approved of the action of the facul- 
ty. One suid we wonid have been a set of dead- 
beats had we not suspended. It must be pre- 
sumed that such intelligent and prominent men 
kuow quite as weill what was proper as a person 
who was not in the midst of the strife. The act 
of the society in excluding the colored boy was 


not one of the seres of acts (for 
which tue young men were suspeodel, 
as the whole school were tuld 
that was not considered by us a 
dieioyal act. I bope the public will note this 
and rewember it. Literary societies are ap- 
pendaes to institutions, and must barmonize 


with tae spirit and uims of an institution. The 
facuity of this institution have never claimed 
ther ght to impose any persun on any society. 
Each must and ought to chose tor himself. More 
liberty is allowed bere than prevailed in the old 
college in Mussuchusetts where I graduated so 
far as joining auß literary society. I urged the 
young men to quiet and go on 
with their duties as siudents and that 
I would see that all was satisfactory 
ta all concerned, and had they followed my ad- 
Vice this sucicty would have st exisied and 
every person would have been in bs pluce as a 
student. Ou coming into our chapel at 9a. m. 
and counting tacesa, one, and only one, Hack 
face enn be seen, and what a fuss one can make 
among young men who never lived a day with- 
out being in much closer contact with the 
— than any institution or society requires 
to —

Open Letter from Manger Mevieker to 
the Rev. Herrick Johnen. 

No. 13 Wrer Fivry-TuHinp Street, New Yor, 
Feb. 14. 1882.—The Rev, Herrick Johnson—My 
Deak Sin: Your open letter of the 9th inst. ad- 
dressed to the Hon, E. C. Larned, and publisbed 
in Tun CuicaGo Tarsuns, having been marked 
and sent me, I bave carefully read, and my first 
impression is that it requires a reply from a 
member of the profession vou traduce. I ro- 
gret that I have not seen Mr. Larned's letter 
About the Theatre,” and Ido not expect to 
see a rejoinder from him to this tirade of yours. 
inasmuch as be could only demur and in cour- 
tesy grant you leave to withdraw your “indict- 
ment and brief, that you might amend the 
same in such a way as to make it Worthy a hear- 
iug by the court before whieh you desire to 
plead—the public. 

In a private latter to you, my reverend (?) sir, 
[intimated that you had mistaken your voca- 
tion; that your talents were more suitable for 
the bar than the pulpit. In doing so I intended 
no disreapect to the profession of which Mr. 
Larned is an bonored member. but desired to 
convey the idea that vour peculiar method of 
present in a case was worthy a pettifugger who 
night achieve some success in the lower strata 
of the profession of the law. 

Who are you, that you sbould claim the right 
to speak and print misrepresentation and false- 
bood, and then stepping behind your D. D.“ 
shout, I have charged and proved?” 

Do you not know, sir, that were the words yeu 
have uttered against the theatre true, even ina 
small degree, the institunmon would have 
been “out of bear- 


long ere 2 
ing of ears ce?’ Do you not know 


that the same charges have been made 
from a thousand Herrick Johnsons. and 
that they have falien upon the ears of tpeir 


hearers as the jestof the clown, which in- 
tended only for the amusement of the moment? 
Theologians of your class remind me of Bour- 
don Democrats, who, clinging to dead issues, 
stand still. and looking at the progress of the 
world callit ruin, and naturally become pes- 
simists from their inability to see the good by 
which they are surrounded. From your little 
narrow pulpit you reud a text, apply your own 
meaning, and say, 1 have proved it.“ No one 
cures to contradict you. Having nocritic to call 
you to account you beeome arrogant and assume 
that it is your privilewe to assall a calling of 
which you know notbing, to make churges 
against it and its members, and thencry aloud, 
»I nave charged and proved.” 

How have you proved your charges? By se- 
lecting sentences from history to suit your pur- 
pose, carefully excluding tbe cuntext which 
would destroy the mean you desire to con- 
vey. By quoting words never uttered. By cull- 
ing from hastily-written dramatic notices such 
sentences as worked to your desires, knowing 
whea you did so that :f any one of the writers of 
these sentences were called to the wilness-stand 
and cross-examined be would destroy your cuse. 

Tuts, sir, is the evidence upon Which you rely 
when you urrogantly exclaim, I bave charged 
und proved that the thentre is often a murder- 
ous assault upon all that the family circle builds 
most holy and sacred"; and, after impudeatis 
aod maliciousiy omking this charge and many 
similar ones, you wind up by saying: “This is a 
terrible indictment. There is no questioning it. 
No one has attempted to quash it.’ 

Now, sir, did you not belong where I have 
placed you, among the pettifuggers who never 
lose a case—in their opin. on—uatil they are 
kicked out of court, you would dave realized 
long ago that your * indictment ” was quasbed 
by its own we ght of faisenood. e dramatic 
critics you summoned as witnesses quashed it. 
Lawrence Barrett quashed it in a few brief re- 
marks, showing your igavrauce of the subject, 
the charging thal your sermon, to which be bad 
listened, was far more indecent than the inst 
tugon you were denouncing, even if ail your 
allegations were true. Public opinion, could it 
be beard, would quash it with a shout of derision 
at its presumpuon. 

lam using plain language and short sentences 
for the reuson that 1 d siike verbusity and wish 
no double meaning to be conveyed by my words. 
and then you began the attack with what you 
were pleased to call “ piaM talk.“ 

You will remember 1 wrote you that I should 
like to reud your plain talk about theatres” if 
you would rmit me to reply to it from the 
sume pulpit from woich 1 deliveredit. Peri- 
baps | was wrong in making this request, as you 
had written me—not in a very Christian-like 
spirit—ghat you did “not wish to bandy words 
withme. I made it for the purpose of testing 
my man, who | thougot was one of narrow 
views, who would delight to bandy his own 
words in bis own Way, and then shout, “lave 
proved it.” 

Nov, as rou would not allow me to talk from 
your puipit, | will make another request 
of you. to the end that this much 
“talked” question mar de settled by 
your efforts and mine. If we can succeed 
it will enbance the fame of both. I therefure 
request that you select from the recognized 
theatres of Chicago—tbose regQlarly advertising 
in our daily pavers—any one, Auming it aud its 
manager, and then charging it with the crimes 
you have laid at the door ofall in such a way 
that the cuse may be taken into our Courts, and 
I will guarantee to couvuwt you of slander ur pay 
$1.0) to any charitable institucdiop you may 
name. I make this request use I desire a 
teat case. You say constant thentre-guers by 
the score buve admitted your charges to be 
true. | wantto put them on the stand. I de- 
sire to see the people who will admu they go 
constautly to theatres to witness “ murdervus, 
assaults upon all that the family circle boids. 
most boiy aud sacred.” So let us have a test 
case. You and | may “ bandy words,“ us many 
du ve done before us, and arrive at no conclu- 
sion, fur each will cialam to have proved his side, 
and there is no umpire to decide wh.ch is right, 
for in suco matters the pubiicisamyta. So. my 
deur sir, select your. theatre and in a proper 
form preseet_ your unquasbed ind.ctment. 

Does it ever vecur to yuu that ae are lusult- 
ing many of the ve best people in Chicago, 
those who have minds and judgements equal to 
your own, it not superior? in your letter to Mr. 
Larned you say: ILhare lived in large Rast- 
ern cities. and I have never known anything 
like such prevaient Cbhrigiian patroouge of the 
theatre as here.“ Are these the peopie who are 
constant theatre-goers, and yet admit yuur 
charges to be true? In your uncbhristian-like 
deulings with your fellow- man are you sv blind- 
ed with ancient theological dust that you can- 
not see the position you will seen ocvupy, if you 
do not occupy it now? During my day in Ch:ica- 
go severul ministers of the Gospel, with pura- 
lyzed ideas such as yours, have cume to the sur- 
lace and tur a time barked at the moon, 80 to 
speak, but not one of these, who adhered to his 
charges, claiming that he bad proved them, cun 
boast tuday that be bas the respect and cuufi- 
dence of the community to whom he promul- 
gated such slanders.
